Directors’ Meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce.

The GraDicrers Depart for Colder 
Climes—Other Items of an 
Interesting Nature. 


A meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Chamber of Commerce took place 
yesterday afternoon. 
A letter wad read 
Irom B. M. Lelong, the Secretary of the 
State Board of Horticulture, answering 
the invitation to the State Convention of 
Fruit Growera, to meet at L js Angeles 
next March during the time of the 
Southern California Citrus Fair. Mr. 
Lelong stated it has been decided to ac­ 
cept the invitation and that the conven­ 
tion will adBemble on Tuesday, March 
11th, at 10 a. m., and will continue in 
session four days. A large number of 
representative fruit men from through­ 
out the State and the East will be pres­ 
ent. “ It has been the usual custom,’* 
says Mr. Lelong, “ whenever these con­ 
ventions are held, for the board or or­ 
ganization under whose auspices they 
are held (and in this case this convention 
will be held under your auspices) to select 
some one to deliver an address of wel­ 
come on the opening day. 
The conven­ 
tion will be presided’ over by Hon. 
Ellwood Cooper, of Santa Barbara, but 
the custom has been to elect two vice­ 
presidents from the locality in which 
these conventions are held. In this case 
you will be called upon to nominate two 
vice-presidents.” 
Messrs. Jones, Hutton and Witmer 
were appointed a committee to nominate 
the vice-presidents and orator, as sug­ 
gested in the letter. 
At a recent meeting of the chamber a 
resolution was introdnced by J. Mills 
Davies that an appropriation of $1,000,000 
should be aeked for the Federal build­ 
ing. It was referred to the Board of 
Directors. The Secretary reported that 
statistics 
and 
full information had 
already been eent on to Representative 
Vandever and had been presented to the 
proper committees. The resolution was 
therefore tabled. 
The Committee on Lands and Irriga­ 
tion were instructed to look into the 
matter of an irrigation survey for th iB 
portion of tho State by the General Gov­ 
ernment. 
Messrs. Hutton, Higgins, Dexter, Sea­ 
mans, Green and Jones were appointed 
a special committee to arrange for some 
sort of a social gathering in connection 
with the annual meeting of the chamber. 
Lewis Blankenhorn was appointed to 
take the place of S. J. Mathes on the 
Committee on Statistics, the latter being 
absent with the “ California on Wheels.” 
A pamphlet by Mr. A. G. Fish on the 
“Profits of Orange Culture,” for which 
he deBired the endorsement of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, was discussed, and it 
was decided not to give it an endorse­ 
ment.

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AK IMPORTANT DECISION. 


T h e L ia b ility mt H o tel K eepers In 
Case •« Fire* 
The following decision by Judge Clerk 
rendered on Monday in the case of 
Moore Tt. the Long Beach Development 
Company, possesses considerable inter­ 
est for the hotel and boarding-house 
keepers. The attorneys in the case were 
Messrs. Scarborough, Chapman & Hen­ 
dricks for the plaintiff, and Mesera. Lee, 
Gardner A Scott and A. B. Hotchkiss 
fo r the defendant. The decision is as 
follows: 
. 
. 
. 
This is an action brought 
by the 
plaintiff to recover the value of certain 
personal property destroyed by fire at 
the burning of the Long Beach hotel on 
the night of November 8, 18S8. The 
complaint alleges that said hotel was a 
public inn and was kept, maintained and 
conducted as such by the defendant 
corporation. 
That on the evening of said November 
8,1888, the plaintiff and his family put 
up and were received into said inn, as 
guests and travelers, and brought with 
them their baggage, consisting of wear­ 
ing apparel, jewelry, money, etc., and 
the 
same 
w.ts 
received 
in 
said 
inn, 
and 
placed 
in 
rooms 
as­ 
signed 
to 
plaintiff 
and 
his 
family. That on the night of said Nov­ 
ember 8 ,18S8, said hotel was destroyed 
by fire througn the negligence of defend­ 
an t, and B&id property consumed and 
lost. There are two additional counts in 
the complaint, setting forth the same 
facts with respect to the wife of the 
plaintiff, and one Mrs. Hansen, the 
family servant; and that their respective 
claims have been assigned to plaintiff. 
The answer adnlfts that the defendant 
owned the Long Beach hotel, and the 
same was destrowed by fire, as alleged, 
bat denies the other material allegations 
of the complaint. 
It also alleges that 
the business of keeping or conducting a 
public inn is and was beyond the cor­ 
porate powers of the defendant corpora­ 
tion. The principal issues presented are 
therefore: 
First. Was the business of conduct­ 
ing a public inn by defendant ultra 
■vires t 
Second. Was the Long Beach hotel 
conducted as a public ion at the time 
plaintiff and his family were received 
there? 
. 
Third. Were plaintiff and his family 
received as guests and travelers, or were 
they received as boarders ? The doctrine 
ia well settled that a corporation, being a 
creature of statute, has no power to do 
any act, or enter into any contract, ex­ 
cept such as the statute directly or by 
fair 
implication 
gires. 
In 
other 
words a corporation may do any act 
which it is expressly authorised by its 
charter or articles of incorporation to do, 
and may do any act which though not 
expressly authorized by its charter, is 
yet proper and reasonably necessary to 
carry into effect the powers expressly 
given. As to what are the incidental 
powers of a corporation, or what acts are 
reasonably necessary to carry into effect 
its express powers, coarta have always 
adopted liberal rules of construction. As 
was said in the opinion in Vandall 
vs Ban Francisco Dock Company, 40 
Cal., 
89, 
where 
it 
was 
held 
that a corporation incorporated for the 
purpose of baying, improving and selling 
zeal estate, had incidentally the power 
to apply a portion of its funds to a rail­ 
road which ran near bnt not upon land 
that it owned, for the parpóse of increas­ 
ing facilities and lessening the coet of 
transportation to the same—“ that in ex­ 
amining this question, we must neces­ 
sarily consider the general purpose for 
which the corporation was formed, and 
must give such reasonable construction 
to the terms employed as will tend 
to promote rather 
than 
defeat or 
obstruct the 
ends 
for 
which the 
corporation was organizad.” The general 
purpose for which defendant corporation 
was organized, was to buy and sell land 
at a profit. Its articles of incorporation 
recite that the purposes for which it is 
incorporated are contracting for, buying, 
renting, mortgaging and giving deeds oi 
trust for real property in Los Angeles 
county; for the purpose of buying, de­ 
veloping, owning and selling water and 
water rights; of erecting, buying and 
owning hotels, etc. It is contended by 
plaintiff’s counsel, and 1 think correctly, 
that defendant having the express power 
to bay or baild and own a hotel building 
has the implied power to nee it for the 
purposes for which it was intended. 
But whether this be so or not, I am 
of the opinion that the conducting of a 
public inn by defendant was not neces­ 
sarily ultra vires. 
In the case of the 
Miner’s Ditch Company versus Zeller- 
back, 37 Gal. 599, Mr. Justice Sawyer, 
quoting the language of Justice Earle in 
the case of the Mayor of Norwich versus 
Norfolk Railroad Company, 30 E. L. and 
E. R. 128, says that the doctrine relat­ 
ing to the defense of ultra vites was in­ 
troduced by the East Anglian railway 
case, 
and 
that 
the 
contract 
there 
in 
question 
being 
a 
contract by one railway company to pay 
the costs of another incurred in applying 
to Parliament, was judicially perceived, 
from the terms of the contract itself, to 
be necessarily unconnected with the pur­ 
pose of defendant’s incorporation, and 
therefore prohibited; that that was the 
point in the case, and that he under­ 
stood the Court to have meant, and the 
rule to be, that any contract which, in 
the Knowledge of the party who should 
sue upon it, was intended for a purpose 
unconnected with the purpose of the in­ 
corporation, was prohibited. 
That if the contract itself appeared to 
be necessarily unconnected with the 
purpose of the incorporation, both par­ 
ties mast have known it to be so and tho 
Coart judicially perceived it to bs void. 
That if the contract waa not necessarily 
so unconnected, the gronnd of its illegal­ 
ity must be averred and fonnd in the 
uanal way before it could be a ground of 
judgment. 
This 
language, 
I 
think, 
applies 
to 
the 
case 
at 
bar. 
The 
main 
purpose 
of defendant’s incorporation was to 
speculate in land. 
To that end, it 
weald have power and there is some 
slight testimony showing that it did es­ 
tablish or attempt to establish a town. 
To carry such scheme into successful 
operation it might be eminently proper 
and reasonably necessary to establish a 
public inn, so that the people visiting the 
place with a view to purchasing might 
find accommodations. 
At all events, it cannot be said that 
the conducting of a public ian so neces­ 
sarily appeared to be unconnected with 
the purpose of the incorporation of the 
defondant, as to enable the Court to ju­ 
diciously psreeive it to be void. For de­ 
fendant to carry on the business of au 
inn-koeper as an independent specula­ 
tion might possibly be u ltra vires. 
It 
was not, however, alleged or proven that 
it was so conducted, and it was not so 
foreign to the purposes for jvhich de­ 
fendant was incorporated as to charge 
the plaintiff with knowledge that it was 
unconnected therewith. I am of opinion 
that maintaining the Long Beach hotel 
as a public inn by defendant waa not 
ultra vires. 
That the Long Beach hotel was con­ 
ducted as a public inn at the time plain­ 


tiff and his familv were received there, 
there « « be bnt little donbt. Many at- 
k mpts have been made to define what 
shan be deemed a public inn, though uo 
attempted definition is to be found 
among the ansncceeeful definitions of the 
Civil Code. Jastice Story, in his work 
on Bailments, section 475, says that an 
inn-keeper may be defined to be the 
keeper of a common inn for the lodging 
and entertainment of travelers and pas­ 
sengers, their horses and attendants, for 
a 
reasonable 
compensation. 
It 
is 
clear 
that 
this 
definition 
is 
too 
broad, 
and 
it 
is 
undoubtedly 
true as said in plaintiff’s brief that the 
definition of an inn has changed with 
the change in the conditions and customs 
of the country. Perhaps the beet defini­ 
tion of an inn that cau be given is that 
t)f Chancellor Kent, viz : “a house kopt 
open publicly for the lodging and enter­ 
tainment of travelers.” Applying this 
definition to the evidence in the case, it 
would be difficult to say why the Long 
Beach hotel was not a public inn. The 
testimony of I the manager of the hotel 
and President of the defendant corpora­ 
tion, was to the effect that it was con 
ducted as a hotel and boarding house for 
the entertainment of the psople. That 
if anyone applied for accommodations 
and wished to stay a few days he paid 
transient rates; if he staid a week or 
more, he had rates reduced. That any 
respectahle person applying for enter­ 
tainment or lodgings would be received. 
The fact that at the time plaintiff was 
received a change had been made in the 
plan of m magement; that the bill of 
fare was less elaborate and the number 
of servants had been diminished, I do 
not regard as material. The house was 
still 
kept 
as 
an 
open 
house, 
and 
anyone would be received and 
entertained who would tolerate meals 
served in what witness calls family style. 
It is this character of the house as beiog 
an open house and not the scale upon 
which it is conducted that determines 
whether it be an inn or a boarding house. 
But while the Long Beach hotel was con­ 
ducted as a public inn and in so conduct­ 
ing it the defendant was not exceeding 
its corporate powers, it does not follow 
that defendant’s duty towards plaintiff 
was governed by the law regulating the 
liability of common inn-keep“rs. The law 
does not prohibit a public inn-keeper 
from taking boarders, and one cannot by 
making his home at a public iun thereby 
insure hie parsons! effects. 
An inn­ 
keeper’s liability as an insurer extends 
only to those who become his guests in 
the character of travelers. This question 
of who is a guest as distinguished from 
a boarder, is often difficult to determine. 
It cannot be determined by the duration 
of his visit alone, nor by the fact 
that he 
makes a 
special 
contract 
by the day, week or 
month. 
The 
question can be determined by no gen­ 
eral rule, bat must depend upon all the 
facts and circamstanc.es in each particu­ 
lar case, The duration of the visit, the 
terms of the contract, if there be any, 
the character of the house, the purpose 
of the visit, the question whether or not 
plaintiff has a home elsewhere, may all 
be considered. From the evidence in 
this case, it appears that the character 
of the Long Beach hotel was of a sea­ 
side house, rather than a commercial 
hotel. 
That plaintiff had been a hotel man 
and knew the character of the house. 
That at the time of taking up his 
quarters there he was engaged in no 
business and bad no house of hi9 own, 
but was boarding at the Nadeau hotel in 
the city of Los Angeles. 
That he went to the defendant’s hotel 
nnder a contract to pay $ 100 per month 
for the board of himself and family; that 
the reason of his removal to Long Beach 
was the delicate state of his wife’s 
health, and that it was his intention to 
remain there as long as his wife’s health 
was benefited by the change. Taking 
all of these facts into consideration, it 
would seem to be impossible to arrive at 
any conclusion other than that plaintiff 
was a boarder, as distinguished from a 
gue3t, as the latter term is used in the 
law of bailments. It is true that plain­ 
tiff was under no contract to stay tor 
any definite length of time, and that he 
would have removed from the place the 
moment he found it injurious to his 
wife’s health. 
This is apparently the 
only circumstance that gives to plain­ 
tiff’s stay a transitory character, or to 
plaintiff the status of a traveler; and I 
do not regard it as sufficient. 
Plaintiff would probably have removed 
from any other house or boarding place 
the moment his wife’s health demanded 
it. He was cot ex necessitate a traveler 
as was the plaintiff held to be in the case 
of Hancock versus Rand,.94 N. Y. 1; and 
that case can hardly be considered an 
authority in point. But if in point, the 
decision is not one which commends 
itself to the judgment of the Court, or 
which should, I think, be followed as a 
precedent. 
If a person who is stopping at a hotel 
Í3 for any reason unable to establish a 
permanent home elsewhere, that fact 
would, I think, be a circumstance tend­ 
ing to show that he was there in 
the character ot a boarder rather than 
the reverse, and by what method of rea­ 
soning the Court in the above case held 
that because the plaintiff had no per­ 
manent home Of his own he must have 
been a guest and not a boarder, I am 
unable to see. I am of opinion that the 
Long Beach hotel was a public inn, and 
in maintaining it as such, defendant did 
not exceed its corporate powers; but I 
am also of opinion that plaintiff's status 
was that of a boarder, not that of a 
guest; and that defendant, having exer­ 
cised ordinary diligence,'cannot be held 
liable for plaintiff’s loss. 
Other ques­ 
tions were discussed in argument which 
are unnecessary to consider. 
Defend­ 
ant will draw findings and judgment ac­ 
cordingly.

One Billion Acres Susceptible 
to Irrigation.

Only Six Million Aereo Redeemed at 
Present—Mejor Powell's Scheme 
for Irrig a tin g . 


1 Associated Presa Dispatches to the Herald.] 


N e w Y o r k , December 5 .— Major Pow 
eU, Chief of th e Federal Commiaeion to 
report upon tbe best m ethod of irrigating 
th e arid landb of tbe country, read a 
paper upon the aubject before th e Cham 
ber of Commerce this afternoon. 
He 
began with the statem ent that about one- 
half of th e lands of the United States, 
exclusive of Alaska, are arid. These 
lands, he said, so far as they can be 
brought under cultivation by irrigation 
are the best lands in the country, be­ 
cause crops are certain, not being sub­ 
ject to the chances of extrem e wet and 
extrem e dry seasons, as in case of lands 
dependent upon rain. 
Of one thousand 
m illion 
acres of arid lands 
in 
the 
U nited States, about 0,000,000 are now 
u nder cultivation by irrigation, and 
about 120,000 000 altogether can be ren­ 
dered arable by that method. 
Major Powell estim ates th at the con­ 
struction of reservoirs, canals and other 
works necessary, will cost a t th e rate of 
$10 per acre. 
Assuming that 100,000,­ 
000 aeree are to be redeemed in this way, 
it will aggregate $1,000,000 000. 
For th e proper carrying out of the 
work, a change in the land laws ie nec­ 
essary. W here irrigation is unnecessary, 
land is cultivated by private initiative, 
each farmer beiDg able to raise his crop 
in entire independence of his neighbors. 
In arid countries, co-operation for the 
distribution of w ater from its source is 
essential. 
In humid countries the tend­ 
ency is toward sm all holdings, while in 
arid countries it is toward large holdings. 
M any 
large 
and sm all stream s run 
through the arid belts, but the am ount of 
w ater obtainable is not large enough to 
irrigate all of the arid lands w hich they 
traverse, and th e question arises what 
portions of 
them 
are entitled to use 
the water. 
Major Powoll holds th at the 
w ater should be used a t the points where it 
will do tbe most good. This point, he says, 
is where a stream turns from a rushing 
crystal mountain torrent, to a low land 
stream which mingles with the soil of 
the land through which it flows. 
If 
taken above th at point, it would be 
where the chilly atmosphere of the high 
altitude would make it less useful iu the 
production of crops. 
If taken below that 
point, the waters would be too much 
evaporated and waetad on 
the way. 
Thus taking the Arkansas river as an ex ­ 
am ple, water enough to irrigate a million 
acres in Colorado, would be reduced to 
only enough to irrigate one or two h u n ­ 
dred thousand acres across the line in 
K ansas. Tbe same ruie, Major Powell 
says, applies to tbe w aters of the upper 
Missouri, Colorado, Rio 
G rande del 
Norte and Columbia rivers. 
H e esti­ 
m ates the aggregate value of the waters 
of these rivers a t $5,000,000,000. 
The forests at the headwaters of these 
rivers serve as catch basins and m ust be 
preserved. 
Provision also m ust be made 
tor controlling and protecting the large 
bodies of pasture lands not suitable for 
cultivation. 
In addition to these are 
great tracts of m ineral lands, which 
should bé held by the Governm ent until 
m inerals 
be 
discovered, 
when they 
should bo 
parceled out in quantities 
only large enough for economic work­ 
ing. 
W hen storage reservoirs and irrigation 
canals are completed, vast w ater powers 
will be created, suitable for manufactur­ 
ing purposes. 
Those will exist at points 
on the canals higher up than those a', 
w hich the waters are to be taken for irri­ 
gation. 
The Government, M*»j ?r Powell says, 
should not be allowed to furnish anymoney 
for th e completion of this great system 
of works. For th e preservation of the 
foreBis and 
the parceling out of the 
w ater, a great many thousands of men 
will be necessary, and to put the m atter 
in the handB of th e Government, would 
be to bnild up a bureaucracy and an 
arm y of oiiicialism. The only thing the 
Government should do, is to furnish wise 
laws to control the operations of the 
work in hand. The people would natur­ 
ally combine by hydrographic basins, 
th a t is in th e territory 
covered by 
a single stream and its tribnlaries within 
a single w ater shed. Courts should bo 
established to adjudicate upon all ques­ 
tions arising from this condition of 
affairs, though the Government itself 
should apportion the water am ong the 
different States in such districts. 
Major Powell suggests th a t the money 
lor carrying out tbeEe great schemes 
m ight be raised by the issuance of com­ 
munity bonds, or some sim ilar method.

The 
attorney for M eans m ade application for 
a continuance on the ground of the 
physical and m ental disability of his 
client, am ounting to insanity. 
The ap­ 
plication was opposed by the D istrid 
Attorney, and the question was raised 
w hether there should be ordered an in? 
quest for lunacy. 
Pending its decision 
th e court took a recess. 
Ou reconvening the Court delivered 
th e opinion that it did not regard Means' 
m ental condition snch as to prevent him 
from making a reasonable defense. A 
m otion was m ade for an inquest on 
lunacy, but overruled, and the case pro­ 
ceeded. M eans made a pitiable appear­ 
ance. 
H e sank into his seat ana ap­ 
peared wholly oblivious to his surround­ 
ing!. 
His physicians say he has hallu­ 
cinations of grandeur, and seem s ab­ 
sorbed in great enterprises. The Gov­ 
ernm ent physicians thought him suffici­ 
ently sane to endure th e trial. 


H A B D O N T H E S U S P E C T S . 


A t t o r n e y H y n e s * A r g u m e n t I n t h e

C h ic a g o , December 5.—In th e Cronin 
case today, W . J. Hynes, of the prosecu­ 
tion, addressed the jury. 
He began hie 
argum ent by arranging facts to show that 
a line of defense was organized before 
the m urder was com mitted. Then fol­ 
lowed a review of the expert testim on 
as to the blood stains, ana the alibi evi 
denoe of O’Sullivan and Coughlin. 
H ynes proceeded to show the incon­ 
sistencies in the alibi evidence, and after 
re vie wing the matter at length, said all 


this aside, it made no difference whether 
Coughlin or O’Sullivan were ever at the 
Carlson cottage; whether either of them 
struck a blow at C ronin; the grave 
charge was 
conspiracy 
to 
murder, 
and 
th a t 
was 
proved. 
Regard­ 
ing 
the 
testimony 
for 
Coughlin, 
given by his brother policeman, Hynes 
said it was strange that they should have 
kept the knowledge to themselves till 
they came upon the witness stand. 
Re­ 
garding the man Smith, who drove the 
white horse, Coughlin not only allowed 
him to get away, bat deliberately gave a 
falso description of him 
to Captain 
Schaack. 
If Smith were innocent he 
would come forward, tell the truth and 
vindicate Coughlin. 
In reviewing the circumstantial evi­ 
dence against Kunze, Hynes outlined 
the belief of the prosecution regarding 
that prisoner. 
He is thought to have 
guilty knowledge of the conspiracy, but 
to have taken no active part in the 
tragedy. 
Hynes discussed the question 
of tbe association of Coughlin and Kunze, 
Kunze and O’Sullivan, Beggi and Burke, 
as m atters lending probability to their 
connection in the conspiracy. 
Referring to the lonely situation of 
Carlson’s cottage, he said to connect any 
one with entering it within the week cf 
the murder, either before or after, was 
to connect him with the crime. 
Concerning 
the 
knives found 
on 
Oonghlin, he said Coughlin did not sup­ 
pose he would be arrested, and therefore 
his pocket was a eafe place to hide them 
in. 
There was, he said, only one chance 
in a million that any man would be 
found carrying two knives like those of 
Cronin’s. 
H ynes then took up the alibi of Barke, 
and at length discussed the evidence of 
the array of saloon-keepers who testified 
in that regard, 
drawing the conclu­ 
sion that it was inconsistent and in­ 
sufficient. 
Referring to the row in 
Camp 20, 
Hynes said: 
“ They were 
ready to accept the testimony of an 
English spy, Le Caron, who had been a 
spy for y ears; ready to accept that state­ 
ment th at there were spies, and that Dr 
Cronin was one of them , according to 
Dan Coughlin.” 
H ynes insisted that the proof showed 
the appointm ent of a secret committee, 
and the surroundings, he said, show that 
it was appointed for an illegal purpose. 
He proceeded to argue that the fact of 
the conspiracy and m urder showed the 
truth of Cronin’s charges against the 
Triangle.

g a te r e stin g E x p erim en ts off tlse A g­ 
r ic u ltu r a l D ep artm en t. 
If the W ashington correspondent of 
th e St. Louie Qlobe Democrat can be 
trusted, some very interesting experi­ 
m ents have been made by the Depart 
m ent of Agriculture near Garden City, 
.Kansas. 
Some two hnndred and forty 
acres of land were bought there, which 
is located in a h at is known as the “ arid 
b elt," and which is a part of w hat the 
w riter calls the Great American Desert 
E n panant, it m ay be said that this vast 
and indefinite tract was thought, thirty 
years ago, to cover pretty much every­ 
thing west of the Missouri, and even 
Californians, as late as 1855, thought 
it 
included 
this 
State. 
Having 
purchased the land, the Departm ent set 
out moet of it in grass crops for fodder 
and forage for the mules, and for this 
purpose am ple irrigating facilities had 
been provided. I t next sent a force of 
m en out through Colorado and contigu­ 
ous regions in the arid belt with the 
view of securing seeds indigenous to snch 
lands, which were procured, painfully 
and with difllcnlty, by men with sacks 
over their shoulders, who were provided 
w ith shears to cut off the tops of the 
plants containing the seed pods desired, 
In addition, various foreign seeds had 
been procured, including some from 
India. These preparations having been 
■xade, work began at once on the eight 
acres selected for the experiments. The 
Boil is described aa a "stiff loam ," what 
in California we should probably call 
’dobe. It was broken ap to a depth of 
a foot 
and 
thoroughly 
pulverized, 
and 
sowed 
in the various grasses 
and 
grain” which 
had 
been 
selected. One half of it was treated in 
a special m anner, viz., after the planting 
of the seeds it was covered with a layer 
of white straw and rolled, th is device 
being resorted to on account 
of the 
violent winds which sweep over that 
portion of Kansas. 
The result was quite surprising, if this 
correspondent is to be believed. That 
portion of the tract that was covered 
with th e rolled straw yielded a most 
luxuriant 
crop, far 
surpassing that 
gathered 
on 
either ^ th e 
irrigated 
lands, 
or 
on that 
portion of the 
eight acres th at had not been 
covered 
with straw m atting. All the seeds came 
up thriftily except the Indian grasses 
whose life-principle is supposed to have 
been killed in the mouldy hold of the 
vessel daring the long voyage. Amongst 
the grasses which flourished vigorously 
was the lucerne, which is another name 
for our alfalfa. Great care had been 
taken to select land of the least attrac­ 
tive character. I t had been covered by 
a n intractable weed far worse than the 
C anadian thistle, which had to be re­ 
moved by the gloved hand. The cor­ 
respondent adds th at the Departm ent of 
Agriculture will continue these experi­ 
ments until the whole two hundred and 
forty acres have been planted after the 
m anner described. 
Of coarse, if these statem ents are 
authentic, this is a very valuable and 
novel development that will be of incal­ 
culable benefit to the arid regions of the 
United States. 
The scale upon which 
th e experim ents have been tried has not 
y et been sufficiently extended to enable 
one to accept them as conclusive. The 
effects of deep plowing and of thoroughly 
pulverizing the 
soil have long been 
known in California, and specially in­ 
structive illustrations of their beneficial 
effects can be cited from Los Angeles 
eounty. 
It is not over ten years since 
the mere suggestion th a t snch ranchos 
as the Centinela, the Sansal Redondo 
and 
San 
Fernando 
would 
pro­ 
duce abundant crops was greeted with 
a shout of deriBion. And yet, as a m at­ 
ter of fact, these lands are today amongst 
th e most prolific in California, and have 
been the scenes where fortunes have 
been made in w heat and barley. The 
opening up of the soil by the plow has 
developed strong forces of capillary at­ 
traction ; and the moisture retained in 
the soil has drawn th at from the atm os­ 
phere. The only new 
thiog in the 
experiments of the D apartm ent of Ag­ 
riculture, aa far as this State is con­ 
cerned is the expedient of rolled straw 
as a covering for the growing crop. This 
is doubtless referable to the greater cold 
and th e more violent winds which pre­ 
vail io Kansas. We meet the latter diffi­ 
culty here w ith w ind-breaki; and a 
special felicity of the condition of the 
California farm er is th at he has no cold 
to contend with, his cattle depasturing 
th e lush grasses of our mesas every day 
of the fall, winter and spring, and alter­ 
nating them in the sum m er with the 
abundant alfalfa of oar bottom lands. 


A few of the moet prom inent business 
m en of Los Angeles, who are always 
looking ont for the interests of this city, 
have concluded th at now, while a portion 
of the press of San Bernardino is hostile to 
the m anagem ent of the Santa Fe, would 
probably be a good time to offer the 
system some inducem ent to transfer the 
larger part of its machinery now in the

DOINGS OK T H E NEW CÜNGRE8S. 


A New T ariff-for-K erenne-O nly B ill 
In tro d u ced in th e S enate by 
Voorheee. 


Im p o r ta n t Ore H o n n ta in . 
Very few Angelefioa know the variety 
and richness of the m ineral deposits of 
their own 
im m ediate 
neighborhood. 
The H e r a l d has repeatedly announced 
th a t a great mining development was 
under way not only in California at large 
but in Southern California, and, more 
particularly, in Los Angeles county. We 
have lying on our desk as we write spec­ 
im ens of very rich ore which were taken 
from deposits that are within trifline 
distances of Los Angeles, and that have 
no reference to the lately exploited mines 
in the San Gabriel cafion and near the 
Azusa. One of theife is a magnificent 
specimen of iron ore which was taken by 
Dr. D. W . C. Franklyn from a vast de­ 
posit of that m etal which exists in the 
Gleason m ountain, a spur of the Sierra 
Madre range, distant from 
Los An­ 
geles 
twenty-five 
miles 
in an air 
line due north. The ore was taken from 
the highest point on the “ divide" be­ 
tween Soledad cafion and San Fernando. 
Well inform ed people say that there is 
enough iron ore of the finest quality 
there to keep all the iron mills that 
could be crowded into this country run­ 
ning for hnndreds of years. 
B ut iron is not the only valuable min­ 
eral in the Gleason mountain. Excel­ 
lent ledges of free gold exist there, 
whioh are now in process of being worked 
in good earnest and with satisfactory 
results. The first mine prospected on 
this mountain was the Clark & Gleason, 
after the latter of whom the mountain is 
nam ed. 
These gentlemen worked the 
mine for a num ber of years, and then 
finally abandoned it. 
Mr. Tavlor next 
essayed his fortunes w ith tl.is location; 
and, after some experim ents, he sold it 
three months ago to the Kelley Brothers, 
of Los Angeles. 
They have sunk it to 
a depth of sixty feet, and a t twelve 
feet from the surface they struck a 
good sized voin of ore, which averages 
$25 to the ton. Last July they put up a 
five stam p m ill, which is now in opera­ 
tion, and they have every prospect of a 
good and perm anent mine. 
The Messrs. Mackey & Jones, of this 
city, six m onths ago bought an interest 
in a mine adjoining the Clark & Gleason. 
They are now erecting a five stam p mill 
thereon, which will be in working order 
by the beginning of February, and they 
have every confidence in the outcome. 
The Messrs. Drinkw ater & Hawley 
have prospected the Gleason mountain 
for eighteen years, hanging on to their 
claim and doing some work on it. They 
have recently sold it to an English com­ 
pany for a good round price, and these 
gentlem en are now putting up a twenty 
stam p mill, and they expect to turn out 
a great deal of bullion shortly. That 
this camp will develop into a great 
source of wealth we have no earthly 
donbt. 
W hile its treasure 
develop­ 
m ents are highly promising, we regard 
its richness in iron as its most valuable 
feature. 
W ith the cheap coal that is im 
mediately ahead for Los ADgeles, b jth 
from Alaska and Southern U tah, there 
is no reason why we. should not become 
a center of the iron industry os a result 
of the vicinity of these immense de­ 
posits. 
The other specimens lying before us 
are rich in copper, silver and gold, and 
were taken from the edge of the desert, 
north of the Sierra Madre range, in the 
neighborhood of Big Rock creek, where 
large deposits are said to exist. 
Another 
specimen consists of salt crystals taken 
from a mountain of salt in U tah, which 
aligns the projected route of the Central 
U tah on its way towards Los Angeles. 


As m ig h t have been expected, the 
libel suit against the Examiner yesterday 
miscarried, and the jury brought in a 
verdict for the monarch of the dailies 
Not one libel suit in a thousand is suc­ 
cessful. There is a deep-seated feeling 
am ongst the people that perhaps the 
greatest preservative agency in the world 
is an energetic press, and to deserve the 
nam e it m ust be free. ThomaB Jeffer­ 
son expressed this sentim ent very hap­ 
pily when he said that, as between 
governm ent and a shackled press, and a 
free press and no government at all, he 
woold prefer the latter infinitely. Of 
course no newspaper should be permit­ 
ted to wantonly tram ple upon the rights 
of the citizen, or to unnecessarily invade 
the sanctity of private life, but there is 
an untold power for good in the knowl­ 
edge that the community is blessed with 
a fearless and alert press.^ This priceless 
blessing can 
only be eDjoyed when 
a considerable 
latitude 
is permitted 
to the news gatherer as well as to the 
com mentator on the news. We cannot 
recall a case for years in which a sub­ 
stantial suit for damages has been made 
to stick against a newspaper, while the 
dockets of the courts throughout the 
United States are burdened with them. 
It is the dnty of an honest journal to 
defend these suits to the last ditsb, and 
wealthy m etropolitan journals, like the 
Examiner, really do the whole press of 
the State a service by engaging eminent 
counsel and fighting for their own rights 
and those of the newspaper guild to the 
bitter end. 
We congratulate our able 
and plucky contemporary on its success.

W a s h in g to n ,

5.—From 
present appearances Edward Silcott 
cashier of the 8ergeant-at-Arms of the 
House of Representatives, lias fled, car­ 
rying off $72,000 of the funds entrusted 
to his care. 
» 
Silcott was an employee who came 
here from Ohio. 
H e was appointed by 
Leedom six years ago. 
H e had good 
business qualifications and soon pos­ 
sessed him self of the unlim ited confi­ 
dence of his superior. Last Saturday he 
notified Leedom th at he w &b going to 
New York and would be back Sunday. 
A message was received from him 
dated New York, 
Monday morning 
saying that he had been detained, but 
would return that night. 
A similar 
message reached his wife in this city. 
As he did not appear Tuesday .Leedom 
was fearful that he had been overtaken 
by some accident, but to satisfy a rising 
suspicion he began investigating. Infor­ 
mation that Silcott bad drawn his bank 
balance deepened these suspicions, and 
the inquiry was pursued. The enormous 
office safe could not be opened at the 
moment, as Silcott had the combination, 
but when an entrance was finally effected 
it was found that some $30,000, set apart 
for the use of the paying-teller, was in­ 
tact. 
The next inquiry was made at the 
Treasury Department, where Leedom 
was informed th a t Silcott had called 
there Saturday and had drawn about 
$72,000. 
It was po-sible for him to draw 
this large eum without exciting com­ 
m ent, aB he had a long time been charged 
with the dnty of collecting the money 
with which the salaries of the Repre&en 
tatives are paid. 
Silcott is under bonds in the snm of 
$50,000. This is, however, an indem ­ 
nity bond given to the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
and Leedom, who is himself bonded in 
the sum of $50,000, is directly respons­ 
ible for the shortage. Leedom savs Sil­ 
cott could have taken $160,000 just as 
easily. 
WHY US DIDN’T TAKE MORE. 
A num ber of Representatives were in 
the habit of keeping individual deposits 
with the Sergeant-at-Arms, and their 
losses when ascertained, may swell the 
sum total considerably. 
Later information is to the effect that 
the paying teller’s funds, although in 
the same safe where Silcott kept his 
money, were protected by a separate 
lock and a steel door. This may explain 
their preservation. 
W hat concerns the m em bers of the 
House most deeply is w hether in giving 
signed certificates to the Sergeant-at- 
Arms on which they obtained the money 
from the Treasury, they have not re­ 
leased the Government from liability for 
their salaries. 
Opinions on this case vary. 


A WOMAN IN THE CASK. 
N. E. Silcott came from YouDgstown, 
Ohio, where he was a m erchant lor many 
years. Mr. Leedom says he seems to 
have no more than an ordinary m an’s 
share of vices, and was one of the most 
economical men he ever saw. Persons 
who knew Silcott’s habits, however, do 
not give him a good name. It was said 
he was intimare with a disreputable 
woman, going by the nam e of Louise 
Barrett, 
.whom 
he 
had supported 
tor 
some 
tim e, and 
it 
is 
as 
serted she is now 
his companion. 
This, however, is open to question. 
He 
also had the reputation of playing the 
races steadily, and of lending money to 
his associates at the Capitol to back 
horses. 
Silcott leaves a wife and three 
children behind. The oldest to a mar 
ried son employed in the Houbo docu 
m ent room. The object of Silcott's visit 
to New York Saturday, it is said, was for 
the purpose of collecting $12,000 from 
ex-CongresBman Page, of Ohio, which 
am ount Silcott had loaned him ont of 
the funds in his custody.

INGALLS’ WORLD’S FAIR BILL. 
Ingalls’ bill provides for the appoint­ 
m ent by the President of a commission 
consisting of two mem bers from each 
State, of different political affiliations, 
and one from the T errito-ies; the exten­ 
sion of an invitation to ail the American 
nations and states to participate, and to 
European powers, if they desire, to join 
in the celebration. The commission is 
to decide on a site for the expoeition and 
purchase the ground, not less than 300 
acres. The Preeident shall apportion 
the land for the buildings of various 
countries, each one to select its own 
style of architecture. The appropriations 
are as follows: For the purchase of 
ground, $5,000,000; for grading and clear­ 
ing, $1,500,000; i jt the baildings of the 
U nited States, $500,000; for incidental 
expenses, $1,000,000; total, $8,000,000. 


RELIEF FOR TH E SAMOAN SU FFERERS. 
Senator Hale also introduced a bill for 
the relief of the eufferers by the wreck of 
the United States men-of-war Trenton 
f n i Vandalia, and the stranding of the 
Nipsic ia th e harbor of Apia, Samoa, la9t 
March. The bill provides th at the sur­ 
viving officers and crewo of the wrecked 
vessels shall be paid a cum equal to the 
loac-es sustained by them . 
But in no 
caeo shall the compensation for such loss 
sustained exceed the amount of twelve 
m onths’ sea pay of the grade occupied 
by the sufferer. Iu case of death, the 
widow or children are to oe entitled to 
the money, and the expense of removal 
of th e bodies already recoveiel shall 
be paid to the relatives. The bill also 
directs that the relatives of Pay Clerk 
Alexander, who died on board the Tren­ 
ton while en route to Samoa, bo com­ 
pensated for his personal effects lost by 
the w reck; also th a t the sum of $120 bo 
givén to Lieutenant Wilson, being the 
am ount of public money stolen from 
him while 
going from the Samoan 
islands to Auckland to communicate to 
the Navy D epartm ent the news of the 
stranding of 
the vessels.

bill 
authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to 
remove the rem ains of the officers buried 
at Samoa to the U nited Slates at the ex­ 
pense of the Government, and to have 
them interred in the N ational Cemetery 
at Mare island.

The End of a Notable Ca­ 
reer.

DEAD. 


T he ex-P regident of tb e C onfederacy 
Posses P eacefully A way a t 
flew O rleans.

N ew O r l e a n s, December 5.—At 12:45 
o’clock this m orning Jefferson Davis, ex­ 
President of the Confederate 3tates, died 
at the residence of his life long friend 
J. A. Payne. From the beginning of his 
fatal illness Mr. Davis had insisted that 
his 
case 
was 
nearly 
or 
quit» 
hopeless, though the dread of pain or 
fear of death never appeared to take the 
slightest hold upon his spirits. In vain 
did the doctors strive to impress upon him 
th at his health was im proving; he stead­ 
ily insisted that he was making no im­ 
provement, bnt with Christian resigna­ 
tion he was content to accept whatever 
Providence had in store for him . 
At 6 o'clock last evening, without as­ 
signable cause, Mr. Davis was seized with 
a congestive chill, which seemed abso­ 
lutely to crusli tho vitality out of his 
already enfeebled body. So weak was 
Mr. Davis that the violence of the assault 
soon subsided for lack of vitality on 
which to prey. 
From the moment of the dread assault 
of the congestive chili, those gathered 
about the bedside who had been watch­ 
ing and noting with painful interest 
every change oí bis symptoms for the 
past m onth, knew well the dead mes- 
Singer w&sever at the door. 
Abont 10:30 o’clock Associate Justice 
Fenner went to the French opera houee 
to call to Mr. Davis’ bedside Mr. and 
M rs. Farrar and Mrs. Stampfl. As Boon 
aa the message reached them they hur­ 
ried to the bedside of the dying ex-Pres­ 
ident. 
By 11:30 o’clock they were as­ 
sembled in the death chamber. 
From that moment to the m om ent of 
his death the history of the case was that 
of 
gradual 
sinking. 
At 
7 o’clock 
Mrs. 
Davis 
adm inistered 
some 
medicine, 
but 
the 
ex-Preeident 
declined 
to 
receive 
tbe 
whole 
dose. 
She urged upon him the neces­ 
sity of taking the rem ainder, but, setting 
it aside with a gentle gesture, whispered, 
“ Pray 
excuse 
m e." 
These 
were 
his last words. Gradually he grew 
weaker 
and 
weaker, 
b ut 
never 
for 
an 
instant 
seemed 
to 
lose 
consciousness. Lying peacefully cn his 
bed, and w ithout a trace of pain in his 
looks, he remained for hours silently 
clasping, and tenderly 
caressing his 
wife’s hand, awaiting tho end. 
[Jefferson Davis was born in Christian 
county, Kentucky, June 3, 1808. During 
hia childhood hie father removed into 
the 
State 
of Mississippi. 
Jefferson 
gTadnated at West Point at the age of 20; 
served in the arm y daring several In ­ 
dian wars, and resigned his commission 
in 1835. 
H e soon 
after 
married a 
daughter 
of 
Gen. 
Zachary 
Tay­ 
lor 
(subsequently 
President of 
the 
U nited 
States), 
and 
became 
cotton-planter. 
He was elected to Con­ 
gress in 1844, and in 1845 he w bb chosen 
Colonel of a Mississippi regim ent, wi h 
which he served in the Mexican war. 
H e w as elected to the United Slates 
Senate in 1847, and became Secretary of 
W ar in the Cabinet o$ President Pierce 
in 1851. H e was elected in 1858 to the 
U nited Slates Señale, from which he 
withdrew after the election of Mr. Lin­ 
coln, in 1860. Mr. Davis was the leading 
spirit in the Secession movement, and 
in February, 1861, was inaugurated pro­ 
visional President of the Confederate 
States, and the year 
following waa 
elected President for six years. After 
tho fall of Richmond he was captured 
and 
imprisoned 
in 
Fortress 
Mon­ 
roe 
for 
two 
years, 
was 
then 
adm itted to bail, and was included in 
the general am nesty of 1868. 
After hia 
release be visited Europe and on his 
return took np his residence at Memphis, 
Tennessee, where he was for a time 
President of a life insurance company. 
In 1881 he published “ The Rise and Fall 
of the Confederate G overnm ent," in two 
volumes. His later residence was at 
Beauvoir, M ississippi, whence he seldom 
emerged from retirem ent, although sev­ 
eral speeches delivered by him in 1886 
and at subsequent dates, created some 
interest. 
H e 
had 
been 
in feeble 
health for some 
weeks 
and 
a short tim e ago went to New Orleans 
for medical treatm ent, where be died, 
the infirmities of age having proved be­ 
yond the physicians’ skill to cure. The 
crowded condition of the H e r a l d ’s col­ 
um ns this morning makes the publica­ 
tion of a more extended biography at this 
tim e impossible; the history of the man, 
however, is so well known, and his ca­ 
reer so elaborately treated in all current 
works of history and biography, as to 
make an exhaustivo newspaper repefrt 
thereon unnecessary.—E d i t o r ]

At qaite an early hour Wednesday 
afternoon Mra. Edgcomb finished her 
direct testimony in the ca6e of incest 
pending against Captain F. M. Garrett. 
She was then handed over to the tender 
mercies of a rigid cross-examination, in 
which W. T. Williams acted as inter- 
rogotor. This was kept up all the rest of 
that afternoon and continued all yester­ 
day morning, intermitted at noon and 
taken up again in the afternoon, not clos­ 
ing until after 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The ordeal was a terrible one, as any 
person will comprehend who has heard 
Mr. Williams cross-question a witness, 
and who also recalls the condition of Mrs. 
Edgcomb, who is within a few weeks of 
confinement. The Court came to the 
rescue of the witness many times, and a 
▼ery large percentage of the attorney’n 
questions were ruled out as improper. Bat 
the big lawyer did not have the battle all 
his own way. The little woman often fired 
up and “ got back at Williams in great 
shape." At last the legal batteries were 
exhausted and Mrs. Edgcomb was al­ 
lowed to retire, but Williams said to the 
Court as she stepped from the stand that 
he might have t j recall the witness at a 
later st..ge of the game. Judge Cheney 
said he would not instruct the witness to 
that effect, that she had been on the 
stand two days, that eho was in no con­ 
dition to be there, and that her exam­ 
ination must be closed now. She was 
then told to resume her seat, and was 
examined as to what she testified in the 
lower court. It was as to her saying to 
Mrs. Arnold that Garrett was not her 
father. She denied ever saying so. Her 
own attorney then took her in hand for a 
moment and phe said Garrett had told 
her the intercourse he was having with 
her was all right, and that he did so in 
order to save her from the necessity of 
having intercourse with other men. 
W. A. Stratton was then called. He 
stated that he is the manager of the 
Union Lumber and Supply Company. 
He knew Garrett in the Street Snperin 
ten dent’s office. He had known Mali a 
about five months. He first met her 
with her father on the street. This was 
in July last. Daring the time Edgcomb 
was under indictment Garrett talked to 
the witness at several places and times. 
Garrett talked to him about getting 
Malia away from Mrs. Watson. 
He 
said Edgcomb would not live with Malia 
when he learned all. He would leave her 
when 
be 
found 
that 
she 
wan 
born out of wedlock. He wanted to get 
Malia and send her east to some institu 
tion where he knew the priest in charge. 
He said Malia would not then be seen 
here again. Garrett promised if this wa9 
done that the cases pending against 
Edgcomb should be dismissed, hfesaidhe 
could arrange that with the District At­ 
torney’s office. The matter about little 
Ella, he said, could be dismissed, too, 
and he would have this done if Malia 
could be got away. 
Garrett said the 
best thing to do would be to take Edg­ 
comb out of jail; that he thought Edg­ 
comb bad done all the harm he coaid 
do. The witness etatod that Mrs. Edg­ 
comb had told him of her intercourse 
with her father. 
Officer C. C. Connelly occupied the 
room next to that of the Garretts at Mrs. 
Farrell's place, on Clay street. Thsre 
was only a thin board partition between 
the two rooms. Garrett and Malia oc­ 
cupied the room. 
There was bat one 
bed in the room. Mr. Connelly testified 
to other matters of too broad a nature to 
put in print. 
The next witness was Josie Corbett, 
whoae name has figured eo prominently 
in 
this 
case 
heretofore. 
She 
said she was 10 years old. She was at a 
frnit stand on Fort street, and Captain 
Garrett need to come there and talk to 
her. One day she and her mother were 
standing on the street. Her mother was 
talking about renting a cottage. Garrett 
came up and spoke to Jc6ie and then 
told her mother he knew of a couple of 
nice cottages. Latsr Joaie went to live 
at Garrett’s house. Part of the time she 
was there continually, and part of the 
time rhe only alept there. Garrett told 
this witness that he had had intercourse 
with his daughter, Malia, ever einco 
she was 12 years old. He told her this 
while they were riding iu a street car. 
Hera this wilneas was handed a big 
pile of manuscript. She identified the 
papers as being in Garrett’s hand-writ­ 
ing. He gave these to witness before his 
other trial and told her to read all this 
. over carefully and to 
study it out. 
She was to testify in the court as indi­ 
cated iu these papers. 
Josie said after 
Garrett was out of trouble she was to be 
sent to St. Louis under au assumed 
name in order to make it impossible to 
find her if there should be a prosecution 
for perjury. 
One bit of paper, also in 
Garrett’s hand, contained a eketch of 
{he plan of $t. Louis, with streets, parks, 
etc., and the name Josie waB to assume. 
This closed the day , and a recess was 
taken until this morning, when the mill 
will grind again. 
Daring the croBS-ex- 
amination of Malia her mother sat in the 
coorl-room, and frequently wnile the girl 
was undergoing the turrible ordeal, the 
mother shed copiouB floods of tears. Be­ 
side Capt. Garrett sits a short, corpulent 
man, with a foreign air about him, with 
long black hair combed back in “kinky" 
waves from his forehead. No one ex­ 
cepting Garrett’s lawyers ever speak to 
him or seem to know him. 
Captain Garrett’s theory of his case is 
that Edgcomb and others concocted a 
conspiracy to get Edgcomb out of jail and 
out of trouble by getting him in. The 
object of the Corbett girl’s testimony is 
to show that the whole case is a con­ 
spiracy on the part of Garrett to shift 
the blame of his intimacy with his 
daughter onto the shoulders of Edgcomb.
